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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1. New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) is required in this 
application because the informal drawing is not of sufficient quality for printing. Applicant 
is advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, 
as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sainsburry et al. (6,104,162). 

Sainsburry et al. disclose a method and apparatus for multi-power source for 
power tools in Figs. 1-6. A power supply 15, a transformer 28, rectifier unit 29, an AC 
voltage to DC converter 23, an end effecter figure 5, DC voltage, for being received in a 
battery receptacle 19, a battery-powered item 10, wherein the end effecter is an 
electrical plug 11 or 12, a number of batteries 41, at least one end effecter is received in 
the receptacle for providing suitable voltage figure 5 shows voltage range from 6.0 V to 
48.0 V, wherein the transformer unit includes at least one output for receiving at least 
one respective electrical connector cables Fig. 2 shows an AC plug 11, wherein the at 
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least one output comprises a plurality of outputs, and wherein at least a portion of the 
outputs are connected to at least one common power bus for supplying a predetermined 
voltage Fig. 3 , 37 and 38 and wherein the voltage output receptacle an in-line fuse to 
open the circuit in the case of a short circuit event Fig. 4 shows a line fuse 16. 

Conclusion

applicant's disclosure. Lavin et al. disclose an uninterruptible power supply.
